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Organization of the Czechoslovak Ministry of Foreign, Affairs 


the Ministry of Foreign Affairs was simply a window 

dressing for the public and the Western World. All important 
problems were decided by the Czechoslovak Communist party and 
transmitted to the Ministry. The CP maintained contact with, 
and control over, the Foreign Ministry through the Foreign 
Affairs Department of the Central Committee of the CP. 

Geminder was head of this department and was supposed to be 
the principle link with Moscow in matters concerning Czech 
foreign policy. Geminder was the permanent Czech representative 
in the Cominf orm and CP secretary for international affairs . 

He was particularly influential because, as Dimitrov's secretary 
in Moscow, he had enjoyed the confidence of prominent Soviet 
CP functionaries , Geminder rarely spoke in public as his 
command of the Czech language was rather poor. (Since 
Geminder ' s reported demotion as a result of the September 1951 
reorganization of the Czech cabinet and the Communist Party, 
it seems probable that the direction of foreign affairs with- 
in the Central Committee has been. delegated to some other 


official high in the party ranks; 


Vice Minister London /see para 57/ 
had served as the channel from the party to the ministry; 
after he was purged in the spring of 1951, the channel 
was either through the Minister or one of the two Vice 
Ministers . 
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2. Foreign Minister Viliam Siroky is a member of the Central 
Committee of the Czechoslovak Communist Party and chairman 
of the Slovak Communist Party. He enjoyed the full con- 
fidence of_jthe_CE_and^_ranked, high in party and national 
affalrs [ [ third in the CSR, outranked 

only by Gottwald and Zapotocky. Directly under Siroky in 
the organization of the Ministry /See Enclosure k/ were his 
confidential adviser and the Secretariat. The Foreign 
Ministry is separated into four divisions: Territorial; 
Administration and Protocol; Economic, UN, and Legal; and 
Personnel and Communications .

responsible to Siroky, Most of the employees are, like 
Siroky, Slovaks whom Siroky brought with him from his 
other position as chairman of the Slovak Communist Party. 

The Territorial Division is also designated as Division A, 
Until April 1951, it was headed by Vice Minister Vavro Hajdu. 
After Hajdu's arrest. Dr Sekaninova-Cakrtova, head of 
Division C, the Economic, UN, Legal Division, took over the 
direction of all the departments of Division A. In 
September 1951, however. Department A-VI, Germany -Austria, . 
came under the direction of Vice Minister Borek, head of 
Division B, Administration and Protocol. It should be 
pointed out that the organization of the Ministry remained 
the same; Dr Sekaninova-Cakrtova and Vice Minister Borek 
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singly took over the duties formerly handled by Hajdu in 
his capacity as head of Division A. 

(a) The Press Section, which is organizationally set up 
under the Vice Minister of Division A t was under the direct 
supervision of Richard Slansky, brother of Rudolf Slansky „ 

(b) A-I Department (USSR) is headed by Ivan Kopecky . 

(c) A-II Department (People's Democracies) is headed by 
Mrs Marta Gottwaldova-Cepickova, and has to do with 
relations with Poland, Bulgaria, Hungary, Albania 
and Rumania . 

(d) A -III Department (Western Europe) is headed by Acting 
Chief Josef Parber and handles relations with Great Britain, 
Prance, Spain, Portugal, the Benelux Countries, 

Scandinavia, Yugoslavia, and Greece. Tyl (fnu) who 

spent some time in the UK, has been chief of the Great 
Britain Section since 194-9. 

(e) A-IV Department (USA - Canada) is under the direction 
of Engineer Lubomlr Linhart . 

(f) A-V Department (Near and Par East, including China, 

Korea and Indonesia) is headed by Karplsek [fnu) . 

(g) A-VI Department (Germany-Austria) is headed by Prantisek 
Herman. There are three sections in this department: 

(1) A-l Section (Political) under Liska (fnu); 

(2) A-2 Section (Economic) under Busch (fnu); 

(3) A-3 Section (Austrian) under Bures (fnu). 

4. Division B of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs is the Admin- 
istration and Protocol Division. It is under the direction, 
of Vice Minister Vlastimil Borek. His Deputy Vice Minister 
is Lipsky (fnu). In this division there are three departments, 
namely: 


(a) Finance Department headed by Bystricky (fnu). 

(b) Buildings Administration and Billeting headed by Kroupa 
(fnu) . In this department was a Motor Pool and a 
Billeting Section, which arranged for transportation 
and billeting in the Prague area .
